All the difafters which Mr. Bruce had to dread 
in the courfe of the journey, which lie had tbu! 
begun, now prefented themfelves to his mind, 
and made, for a moment, a ftrong impreflion up- 
on his fpirits. But it was too late to draw back, 
tlie.v caft, for life or for death ; hoiiK 

before him, however diftant; and if, through the 
protection of Providence, he fhould be fortunate 
enough to arrive there, he pramlfed himfelf tha 
applaufc of his country, and of all unprejudiced 
men of fenfe and learning in Europe j for hav- 
ing, by his own private efforts alone, comp 
i% discovery, which had, from early ages, ■ ' 
the addreis, induftry, and courage of all the 
world. 

Having rather hardened, than comforted his

They foon after reached the pafs of Dav-Dohln, 
a very narrow defile, full of flrata of rocks, like 
t'teps of flairs, but io high, that, without leaping, 
or being pulled up, no horfe or mule can afcend. 
Befides, the defcent, though ihort, is very fteep, 
and almoft chokefl up by huge (tones, which the 
torrents, after walhing the earth from about 
them, had rolled down from the mountain above. 
Both (ides of the defile are covered thick with 
wood and bullies, efpecially that deteflable thorn 
the kuiituffa, Co juiily reprobated in AbylTniia. 
Having extricated themfelves fuccefsfully from 
tliis pals, their fpirits were fo elated, that they 
began to think their journey now at an end, not 
reflecting how many pa tics, full of real danger, 
were Ail! before them.

A girb3 is an 
ox's ikin fquared, and the edges fewed together 
very artificially by a double feam, which does not 
let out water, much refembling that npon the I 
beft Englith cricket-balls. An opening is left in I 
the top of the girba, in the fame manner as the 
bunghole of a calk. Around this the tkin is ga- 
thered to the fize of a large handful, which, 
when the girba is full of water, is tied round 
with whip-cord. Thefe girbas generally contain 
about lixty gallons each, and two of them are the 
load of a camel. They are then all befmearedon 
the outride with greafe, as well to hinder the wa- 
ter frcm ooiing through, as to prevent its being 
evaporated by the aftion of the fun, which, in 
f3Ct. happened to them twice, fo as to put them 
in imminent danger of perifhing with third. 

Valine had provided a camel and two girbas, 
as well as every other provifion neceflary tor 
them, till they lhould arrive at Teawa. Surf d 
i is the boundary of Ras el Feel.

ed it. Such was the ftate of Teawa. 

We may judge of the dangerous fituation of 
Mr. Bruce at Teawa from what palled between 
him and Fidele, the llickb, who was a man of a 
mo ft infamous character. Mr. Bruce being fent 
for by the fhekh, he found him lining in a fpa- 
cious room, in an alcove, on a large broad K>fa 
like a bed, with India curtains gathered "on each 
fide into fefloons.
